He said he got the money by juggling accounts in his job as 
chief clerk at the Inglewood, Cal., post office.

Benson has been in the Post Office Department for 20 years, 
except during his Army service in World War Il. 

He was charged with embezzlement of Government funds and 
held under $2,500 bail pending Grand Jury action. He is mar- 
ried and has one child. 


Charge Jap Reds Try To Provoke U. S. Shooting 


TOKYO. July 27—(Tuesday)—(INS)—A member of Gen. 
MacArthur’s Labor Division today expressed fears that Japanese 
Communists are attempting to use the Supreme Commander's 
prohibition of strikes by Government workers as an issue to pro- 
voke Americans into shooting Japanese. 

Two current developments in Japan’s labor picture intensi- 
fied the concern felt in Occupation Headquarters. These were 
the resumption of railway strikes with 3,000 conductors walking 
off their jobs, and the active opposition of the Federated Coun- 

' el of Government and Municipal Workers’ Unions to the MacAr- 
thur-approved revision in Japan’s Civil Service law. 

The Headquarters labor official said: 

“This may be a Communist campaign to force Americans to 
shoot Japanese workers, which is what we've feared for the last 
six months. They tried to provoke Americans into shooting 
them during the Korean riots in Kobe and Osaka. Apparently 
they want martyrs to prove their propaganda claims.”

July 26—(2)—Comic books lured five-year- 
old Billy Wallace to death today. 

The boy was found dead from crushing injuries and suffo- 
cation beneath paper bales which had toppled on him at a paper 
company storage yard.

Police said the boy apparently had been caught under the 
falling bales just after he had pulled the comic books from one 
of them. 

He was found only a stone's throw from where his mother, 
Mrs. Irene H. Wallace, 32, was working in the company office.

Sheriff Barnes said the brothers 
declared that their sister and 
Strickland beat Bennett to death, 
and then they were instructed to 
“take the old — down to 
Florida and get rid of him. If 
we leave him in Georgia, we'll all 
have the law on our necks.” 

It was then, according to the 
confession, that the Kite brothers 
loaded the dead man in their car 
and drove to Florida. When they 
stopped in Live Oak, they were 
quoted as saying they decided they 
could pass the death on as a 
natural one. 

Sheriff Wooten said no formal 
charge has been placed against the 
quartet, but added that they would 
be held until a thorough investiga- 
tion is completed.

Mr. Truman said it was “essen- 
tial that there be maintained in 
the Armed Services of the United 
States the highest standards of 
democracy, with equality of treat- 
ment and opportunity for all who 
service in our country’s defense.” 

The Southern Senators, in a 
meeting of more than an hour 
just before the White House an- 
nouncement, picked Sen. Russell, 
of Georgia, for their leader. Rus- 
sell was the South’s choice over 
Mr. Truman in the Democratic 
Nominating Convention at Phila- 
delphia. 

They agreed to employ “every 
resource at our command” in the 
battle. including “speeches at 
length.” (Russell wouldn't say 
“Tilibuster.”’) 

They voted for a full-time watch 
over the Senate—at least one 
Southerner on hand at all times 
to see that no racial legislation 
slipped through without talk. 

Nineteen Senators were present 
in the office of Sen. Byrd, Vir- 
ginia, for the initial meeting, and 
Russell said he was advised that 
two more—Fulbright, Arkansas, 
and McKellar, Tennessee—would 
“be here when needed.” The two 
have not yet returned for the ex- 
tra session. 

Left out of the group was Pep- 
per, Florida. 

Russell, who called the meeting, 
told reporters when it broke up: 

“We are fixed in our purpose to 
fight to the limit of our ability to 
preserve the dual system of Gov- 
ernment.” 

His reference was to the co- 
existent powers of the Federal and 
State organizations, The Southern- 
ers have pitched most of their 
civil rights opposition .on States’ 
rights arguments. 

Russell said further the 19 Sena- 
tors pledged opposition to any bill 
that “invades the rights of States 
or tends to create a national po- 
lice state in Washington.”

Church Membership Goes Up, But... 


In the same edition of the Atlanta Con- 
stitution appeared an Associated Press 
story reporting that church membership 
in the United States is up to an all-time 
high, a total of 77,386,188 persons being on 
the rolls, (53 percent of the population), 
and a report by Dr. Thomas M. Elliott, 
retired pastor and religious reporter, that 
in the last three great church conventions 
attended there was very little méntion of 
“The Holy Ghost as a personal force in 
man’s life.” Also reported, in the same 
edition, was a heavy run of crime involv- 
ing a former pastor and a young mission- 
ary student in his classes; plus the revela- 
tion that crime in the United States is, 
like church membership, at an all-time 
high. 

Certainly, there is no way to break 
down the reports and put a finger on any 
solution. We are not :ure we understand 
exactly what Dr. Ellicott means by “The 
Holy Ghost as a personal force” in man’s 
earthly life. We suspect the average 
church goer doesn’t understand either. 
The fervor, which marked the pioneer re- 
ligions, now seems to belong almost ex- 
clusively to the fringe sects, which com- 
pete with one another for names for their 
organizations indicating they, and they 
alone, are closest to God. Their services 
may be heard for blocks and they place 
great emphasis on the spirit expressing 
itself. 

Of the totals, 46,149,676 persons be- 
longed to 223 Protestant denominations 
while 25,286,178 are Catholic members of 


County School Progress 


Paul D. West, Superintendent of Edu- 
cation in Fulton County, has submitted 
his annual report to the Chairman of the 
Board of Education. 


It is an excellent report. It reflects 
progress. It also reflects plarfning and 
thought, which are even more important. 


Fulton County, in its vast area of 512 
square miles outside the City of Atlanta 
(and one-government advocates might 
take warning), operates 91 school units. 
Of these eight are high schools for white 
students and one for Negro. In addition to 
the one Negro high school, other students 
will be cared for at the new vocational 
school operated jointly by the city and 
county. This is a vault forward, as prior 
to last year there was no county high 
school for Negroes. 


At a time when the civil rights contro- 
versy stirs the South and the nation, these 
reports are interesting beyond their local 
meaning. We have promised that within 
our pattern we would provide equal fa- 
cilities. We have not.done so and therein 
lies the source of much of our present 
trouble. . 


For example, Fulton County transports 
much of its Negro school population in 
school busses. As far as we know there 
are no other school busses operating in the 
State for Negro children, a_ situation 
which—if not corrected—will be, and 


one denomination. The significance of 
this is not lost on the Protestant brethren. 
Six percent of the membership, 4,641,000, 
make up the Jewish congregations. 

Percentage-wise, the Catholics had the 
largest membership increase, 3.5 against 
2.6 for the Protestant. Oddly enough, the 
Catholics seem to be doing the most ef- 
fective rural work. This is almost pio- 
neering. The Protestant Church is strug- 
gling to find some way to restore its origi- 
nal strength, now its weakness, by re- 
building rural churches. 

While crime increases and prison fig- 
ures reveal that most of the members in 
prisons are former church members, there 
is growing evidence that the church, both 
Catholic and Protestant, is waking up to 
the fact that a very necessary part of the 
religious pregram must be of a social na- 
ture, looking into the home life and the 
young people in the homes. The church 
that hasn’t a real young people’s program 


‘isn’t doing too well. 


More and more the evidence piles up 
that much of what we are to be is de- 
termined in the first five to 10 years of our 
life, and that the Bible assuredly was cor- 
rect when it spoke of the twig being 
inclined. : 

The picture on the whole is encourag- 
ing. More persons belong to churches and 
the churches are discovering that while 
“Thou shalt not” is excellent advice in 
doctrine, that it is not the first approach, 
or the most successful in creating Chris- 
tian life. 


ought to be, a basis for one of those dis- 
tasteful law suits. Fulton County has less 
Negro population than the city. It is 
sparsely settled sa¥e in the direction of 
Hapeville, Palmetto and Fairburn. The 
number of high schools is now on an ap- 
proximate equitable basis. The report also 
indicates real progress in improving toilet 
and water system facilities, classrooms 
and so on, as well as recreational fa- 
cilities. 

The need for planning and thought is 
reflected in the fact that school attend- 
ance is up. By 1950, the Superintendent 
warns, there will be a need for new high 
schools, elementary schools, and additions 
to existing plants. 

The County will do well, in its plan- 
ning, to avoid the mistakes of the City, 
and thereby avoid racial frictions which 
the City will have. In Atlanta, as far as 
we can determine, not a single Negro 
school is to be provided with an audi- 
torium or a gymnasium, This is, of course, 
planning for trouble, not to avoid it. 

The County Board of Education can 
take pride in this annual report. That it 
will inspire them to plan for the future, 
according to law the Supreme Court de- 
cisions, one may assume with some assur- 
ance because of the fact they already 
seem to be nearing the goal of equal but 
separate facilities and services. 

We congratulate the County.

For the Benefit of the Communists 


PHILADELPHIA—The third party rally here this weekend, carefully stage-managed by a small 
group of pro-Communists, leaves a more unpleasant taste in the mouth;than most such affairs. Henry 


A. Wallace’s ghoulish performance at his press conference set the tone. 


It was somehow painful 


and embarrassing to see the press conference of a former Vice President of the United States turned 


into something hardly more edifying than the baiting of a village idiot. 


But what has made the 


whole business really depressing has been thefact that a good deal of perfectly honest idealism 


has been on display here. 

It has been a melancholy experience to talk 
with the delegates on the floor of Convention 
Hall. Some of them have, of course, been Com- 
munists, particularly those from the East Coast. 
The Communists have been instantly recogniz- 
able—the slick automatic line, the mechanical 
indignation, the old hackneyed phrases. But al- 
though the Communists have run this perform- 
ance from beginning to end, they have been a 
small minority. Most of the people who have 
made their way from all points of the Union to 
join Henry Wallace’s “crusade” have seemed 


to these reporters to lack the political sophisti- | 


cation even to be conscious fellow-travelers. 

When asked why they are for Wallace, these 
people talk of many things. A Negro will talk, 
with passionate sincerity, of his right to be more 
than a second-class citizen. A Jew, with equal 
sincerity, will talk of Hitler and anti-Semitism 
and Palestine. A Scandinavian farmer, from a 
Middle Western State, will talk of the co-opera- 
tive movement in which he has spent his life, 
and his curious conviction that it will be de- 
stroyed and his bitter memories of the depres- 
sion. An aging Townsendite will recite his fears 
for his old age. But most typical is the young 
ex-Marine who hitch-hiked from a Southwestern 
State because he wanted “peace.” 


Sooner or later they all talk of peace. 
And almost all of them when they talk 
of peace reveal an astonishing fund of 
misinformation: That Ru has been dis- 
arming completely while America has 
been building atom bombs; that no one 
has ever tried to “get along with Russia”; 
that the governments of Eastern Europe 
are what they are because “the people 
want it that way”: that the Marshall Plan 
was “cooked up in Wall Street,” and so on. 


This sort of thing is quite obviously a misty 
and often distorted reflection of the Communist 
line. it is most often a perfectly unconscious 


reflection of the Communist line. The great 
majority of the people here are being used, 
carefully and astutely, by the Communists. The 
one man who has made it possible for the Com- 
munists to use them is, of course, Henry A. 
Wallace. 

Without Wallace, this would be merely an- 
other talkative rally staged by a wholly unim- 
portant Communist front organization. It is im- 


possible to imagine the Communists working up |

Remember the 
Prohibition Law? 


Our ears continue to be assaulted with the 
phrases, “civil rights’ and “States’ rights.” 
There is a very real difference between them. 
But as they are hurled through the air and pressed on paper with 
ink, they have come to mean, to many persons, the same thing. 


That, in fact, is what confuses the current issue. 


Certain States’ rightS are covered, specifically, in the Consti- 
tution of the United States. In the first 10 amendments to the 
Constitution, which are themselves the basis of our individual 
rights as citizens—and therefore guarantee our civil rights—the 
tenth one reads: 


“The powers not delegated to the United States by the Consti- 
tution, nor prohibited by it to the States, are reserved to the 
States, respectively, or to the people.” 

These States’ rights may be said generally to cover the conduct 
of domestic affairs, not touching on, or in conflict with, the rights 
held by the United States Government. Civil rights are the rights 
of a citizen to freedom of speech, religion, the right to be secure 
against unreasonable search and seizure, the right to trial by 
jury, to bond, to habeas corpus, and so on. 


Each State is bound by, and may not dispute, the Constitution 


of the United States and its interpretation by the Supreme Court. | 


We have recently completed the National Convention 
of the nation’s two chief political parties. 
included a platform on civil rights. The plank in the Democratic 


platform was only a little more specific. 


The issue, covcred by both parties, has to do, chiefly, with the 
Negro citizen’s rights, although also mvolved are citizenship rights 
of the lesser minority groups in the country—Mexicans in the 
border States and California, and citizens of Japanese and Chinese 
descent, as well as every numerically smaller racial groups. 


Also involved, in the Fair Employment Practices proposals, 
are the rights to work without discrimination because of race, 
color or religion. 


2 gs These proposed civil rights, specifically before the 
Specifically voters, which the States in the South insist are 
States’ rights, ar® best illustrated by the proposed Federal law 
against lynching, and a Federal law to outlaw the poll tax as a 
prerequisite to voting. The States argue that these are properly 
the affairs of States within the limits of the Constitution. 


The Fair Employment Practices Act is opposed as being against 
the constitutional rights of individuals and organizations and their 
right to hire whom they choose. It ignores such vital factors as 
personality, congeniality and ability to work with others. It is 
regarded as unconstitutional also because it would impose upon 
the States a Federal police power nullifying their own domestic 
State laws and courts. 


Nothing more clearly demonstrates the fact that we are 
but human than this dispute about States’ rights. 

Nothing more clearly proves that it is events, and not political 
platforms and pledges, which bring about political decisions by 
the people, than our history in this field of States’ rights. 

The first great test of States’ rights was, of course, the attempt 
at secession. Many believed the States had the constitutional 
right to withdraw. There was an ambiguity there, and Abraham 
Lincoln and his party opposed. After the war was well under 
way, Lincoln issued his emancipation proclamation. He did so, 
as he said, out of no primary interest in slavery, but because he 
believed it would help the Union. It was in open defiance of 
State laws, all constitutional, admitting slavery. 


Others have followed. In our time many of the South- 
ern States participated fanatically in supporting an 
anti-States’ rights plank for Federal prohibition and Federal police 
to enforce it, against those States which had laws allowing sale 
of liquors, beer and wine. No States were more active in disavow- 
ing States’ rights in this field than Mississippi, South Carolina 
and Alabama. Some of Georgia’s delegates to the National Con- 
vention did vote against it. It is not always principle which rules. 
This law mocks us in this present fight. 

When the kidnaping, growing out of prohibition’s rackets, be- 
came a national menace, public sentiment everywhere demanded 
that Federal law step in and act because of the inefficiency of 
State law enforcement agents. This law is contrary to the prin- 
ciple. 


Time So it goes. Time indeed changes many things. Jef- 

ferson wanted to abolish slavery, but specifically said 
the Negro could never enjoy even political equality. Yet, even 
at the Wallace Convention, the Negro keynoter called upon Jef- 
fersonian doctrine. Lincoln was even more emphatic in stating 
that the Negro could not and should not have political or other 
equalities. The Democratic Party split in 1860 on the issue of 
States’ rights. Yet now come both the parties of Jefferson and 
Lincoln, revealing what time and events have wrought with public 
opinion. 

Meanwhile, whatever the Congress does with legislation in the 
field of civil rights will go to the Supreme Court. We shall have 
to wait a long time, even though the Congress may act, before we 
know what is left of States’ rights. And by then we may have 
changed our minas.

- The British Worry About War 


LONDON—The passing show: 

The first question asked of all American visitors to London 
is, “What about war?” and most of the Americans are surprised 
out of coherence. The British, they say to themselves, should know 
more about that sort of thing. 

Britain is obviously more war-minded than America, and réasons 
are easy to discern. The hand of the other war rests roughly on 
the nation. You see it from the moment your ship docks at South- 
ampton, where some of the piers are still in their bombed-out con- 
dition and the main street of the porty city remains pocked and 
ripped by the German bombs oi eight years ago. 

There are the same dreary rations, restrictions, regulations, 
buit—in contrast to wartime London—these people are suddenly 
terribly tired and frightfully uncertain. They’ve finally had it. They 


took too much during the war and when the victory brought them. 


no peace or security or prize or meat to their bones something went 
out of them. And it sad to see it gone. 

Hence the underlying fear in their voices as they speak of 
another. “Next time, if there is one, we’d really get it,” they say. 
And they know they would, and they wonder soberly or fretfully 
whether they’d be able to take it again. 


Here’s a small side glance at the rugged honesty of 
the people:; On the way up from Southampton by 
car, my wife’s hatbox flew off into space and we didn’t miss it for 
some time thereafter. 

We made a U-turn and retraced our path and finally found the 
lid of the box and some of the tissue paper in which the fancy jobs 
were wrapped. 

“Saw someone stop near by, pick up a parcel and depart in a 
hurry,” a road worker told us as we sorrowfully collected the re- 
mains. So we got back in the car, @ursed the person who had 
picked up the stuff, and went on to London. 

That night the phone rang and a nice lady named Fleming in- 
troduced herself. She had the hats. She had picked them up from 
the road and had found a small tag with our name on it inside the 
box. With little more:-to go on than that she had tracked us down 
at the Savoy in London, and now she was apologizing for having 
been tardy in reaching us. ‘

Activity There is new activity around the old Eighth Air Force 

bases in England. Part of this new life is contributed 
by the scads of Olympic athletes and officials who are housed in 
some of the old Nissens and club rooms. But most of the new 
stirring is somber. 

Britishers are becoming as familiar with the B-29 as they were 
with the countless B-17 Flying Fortresses which boomed over their 
island during the war, or fluttered back from their daylight raids 
riddled and racked. 

Now the P-80s have arrived, having flown the Atlantic in four 
hours and some odd minutes, almost twice as fast as the British- 
made jets which crossed from East to West. “Strong headwinds 
retarded the speed of our jets,” one London paper commented 
between parenthesis in announcing the speed of the American planes. 

It is old home week for a lot of the American pilots. Many are 
Eighth Air Force veterans and know their way around this beaten 
and proud old city as if it were their home town. 


The eminent American philosopher, Charles Morris, has spoken 
of the necessity of having “proper detachments and proper at- 
tachments.” By detachments he explained that he did not mean 
total flight from life, but rather the achievement of wise perspec- 
tive—what Spinoza called “looking at things under the aspect of 
eternity.” The ills of men and of nations have their rise here. 
The world becomes too much with them. It obstructs their vision 
and all its treasures are weighed in terms of immediate ends.

Mooning For Henry Wallace 


PHILADELPHIA—The three-day national convention and ceremonies here at- 
tending the formal birth of Henry A. Wallace’s Progressive Party carried a deep 
undertone of tragedy, like the throbbing theme of a great orchestra, despite the 
excited surface gaiety and enthusiasm generated by its preponderantly youthful 


chorus. 


These people gathered here from all over the 
country, many coming by day coach and some 
by hitchhiking. They were suffering from a per- 
secution complex that provoked them to strike 
out bitterly in every direction. This, of itself, 
was an indictment of some aspects of our society 
and civilization of which our two great major 
parties must take heed, for the cry of the per- 
secuted and downtrodden that went up here was 
an indictment of them and their manifest in- 
adequacies of the moment. 

Here was raised again, as. through the cen- 
turies, the mourning of Israel and Rachel weep- 
ing for her children. Here in anguished tones 
rose the threnody of former black slaves still 
with the yoke of discrimination about their 
shoulders, though they live in a free land; in 
the scorching denunciation of a Negro woman 
writer, Shirley Graham, the biographer of Fred- 
erick Douglas and George Washington Carver, 
who inspired the Convention to reiterate in a 
reverberating chant her challenge: “Jim Crow 
must go”: in the bitter talk of Paul Robeson, 
who gives voice in glorious song to the tragic 
plight of his race; in the call to action by the 
Convention’s keynote speaker, Charles Howard 
of lowa, prominent lawyer, a*Republican for 30 
years, who told why he and so many of his race 
look to the new political movement in one 
fimple sentence: 

“For the first time in my life, I am ex- 
periencing human dignity.” 

Here were raised the protests of others who 
are sensitive to the uncertainties of this curious 
postwar age when there is no peace; of war 
veterans and those who might again become war 
veterans and of their parents against the drift 
toward another war: of writers and artists who 
are fearful of the shackles being imposed on 
freedom of the mind and the spirit of atomic 
scientists who are constantly conscious of the 
moster they created and harried by the worry 
that unthinking or willful men may let it loose 
upon the world: of young people and old people 
who are afraid for their own security in an 
economy bolstered up paradoxically by expendi- 
tures for rebuilding the places laid. waste by 
the last war and production of armaments 
for another possible war, flimsy foundations. 


The Progressive Party Convention was 
the most spirited and spontaneous of the 
three national politica! conventions in this 
city this year. It also was the best dis- 
ciplined. But anybody who thinks that 
there was anything mechanical about the 
enthusiasm is being misled, as can be at- 
tested by a witness of the wild scenes in 
Convention Hall and the madcap throng 
that packed about Henry Wallace’s auto- 
mobile as it threaded its way out of Shibe 
Park after the acceptance ceremonies 
there, scrambling to grasp his hand in a 
frenzy reminiscent of that seen in similar 
demonstrations for the late Franklin D. 
Roosevelt at the peak of his career. 


Perhaps the real tragedy here, for those 
seeking, searching people and for their groping 
Messiah, who seems caught up in a spell of 
hypnotism, is the attempt by a hard and shrewd 
group, including Communists, to manipulate 
this movement for purposes of their own, with 
no conscience about using explosive issues to 
divide the nation in a precarious time, or stirring 
up trouble for trouble’s sake. 


And for this the major parties must take part 
of the blame by leaving undone during recent 
years some of the essential things that should 
have been done, and by being wary and po- 
litical and ‘diplomatic when boldness was re- 


quired and a quest sought for new ways in a | 


new age. 


For this Henry Wallace’s third party, like 


other third parties through our history, will pro- 


vide an irritant to make the two major parties 
seek new and bold solutions of our problems. 
That it already is having this effect was demon- 
strated to a degree by the platforms of the Re- 
publican and Democratic Parties adopted at their 
own conventions here recently, and likewise by 
the new aggressive tack of President Truman, 
leader of the party that will obviously suffer 
most from the new Progressive Party, in point- 
ing out the derelictions of the Eightieth Con- 
gress to which his party also contributed and 
which he is now asking Congress to repair in 
its special session.

" Where Are-the Turnips on Turnip Day? 


WASHINGTON—tTurnip Day, as decreed by President Truman, is upon us. Turnips in none of 
their delicious forms, I am saddened to report, are to be found on the menus of either the House or 
Senate restaurants. The management of the Capitol on this opening day of the special Congres- 
gional sessions seems to be going out of its way to ignore turnips.

I have been unable to detect the political 
significance of these turnip odes today, but they 
do indicate th-t Mr. Truman is on firm literary 
ground. The economic value of the turnip is 
not to be laudped off, either. 


The British first began to grow turnips for 
their sheep in 1724. This made the lambs fat 
and their wool thick and the turnip is credited 
by historians with revolutionizing English agri- 
culture. More turnips are consumed per capita 
now in England by far than in Missouri.

What Henry Calls a Press Conference 


(Editor’s Note: This column was 


delayed by faulty mail service.) 


. PHILADELPHIA—Henry Wallace conducted an exercise called a press conference as a sort of 
final practice for his nomination by the Communists and had the misfortune to conk himself in the 
flask with his backswing. Old Bubblehead showed up 12 minutes late at a meeting in a chaste little 


Grecian pigeon-loft just under the roof of the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel. 


After a few well-chosen 


incoherencies, he plunged into the reading of a document alleged to be a letter from the late George 


Polk, the American radio reporter, who was done to death in Greece last Winter. 


It was a surly writ 


sddressed to Polk’s old employers at Newsweek in New York, announcing his resignation from their 


sordid hire because the magazine refused to conform to his political bigotries. 


The tenor was fa- 


miliar to those who have studied the mournful Nobility pervading the farewelis of Communists who 
have discovered louder horns for their propaganda, and, thus prepared, swear off the bread of infamy. 


The letter seemed irrelevant inasmuch as there 
had been no introductory discussion nor even a 
word of greeting from Mortimer Snerd to his 
guests. It was a faux pas, too, for it intro- 
duced the subject of “letters.” Henry compound- 
ed the error a few minutes later when he tossed 
in a mention of his own letter of several months 
back to Josef Stalin. And finally he put his foot 
in the bass drum when he emphasized a passage 
in Polk’s letter setting forth the duty of all 
reporters to “get all the available facts.” 


One preamble deserves another with Mr. 
Wallace, so he now announced that there 
were two topics which he would refuse to 
discuss, and expressed a hope that nobody 
waste the time of so many busy and in- 
telligent persons putting futile questions as 
te same. One subject was Communism. He 
would neither be drawn into Red-baiting, as 
he put it, nor permit anyone to entice him 
inte remarks which could be tortured into 
indersements of Communism. 


He floundered so long in this bog that he for- 
got to say what the .other subject was which 
he had decided beforehand not to engage in any 
discussion of. Most of those present, about 300 
head, white and black, apprehended that he 
meant to preclude questions about his old con- 
nections with the politico-mystical cult of the 
Russian guru, Nicholas Roerich, and certain im- 
becilic letters written by some unknown hand to 
Roerich, his wife and others implicated in the 
esoteric opera. 

Norman Thomas, the ancient Socialist, pres- 
ent as a reporter for the Denver Post, teed off 
with a question whether Bubblehead ever had 
condemned the imprisonment of some Commu- 
nists of the Trotzky heresy under the same law 
which now has fetched a band of Stalinite Bol- 
shneviks into the Federal Court in New York. 
Wallace at first gave him the other-handed or 
yes-and-no treatment and landed facing four ways 
with a brassy chord from Union Square. How- 
ever, he did come out against the law which 
finally had caught a mess of his own followers.

Bubblehead returned 
the same answer that he has been using with suc- 
cess clear across the country and back: He was 
having no discussion with any stooge of West- 
brook Pegler. It was Mr. Pegler who published 
the letters last Winter and, with sonorous pom- 
posity, demanded in the public interest whether 
they were written by Henry Wallace. 
| The heckler vanished into a pitiful poultice 
ef limp seersucker, but another one sprang up to 


say that Mr. Pegler’s personality, lovable though 
it be, had nothing to do with the case. Again 
Bubbleheac spurned the issue. 


Meanwhile, photographers with Gestapo rigs 
were squinting through the sights and grinding 
footage of Mr. P. for the G. P. U. against the 
day of the revolution. He maintained an ex- 
pression of noble unconcern, but the commotion 
grew until it was a question whether Mr. Wal- 
lace or Mr. P. was holding this press conference. 


After a third fellow had been destroyed, 
a tall, not unhandsome chap arose, a man of 
spiritual mien and premajurely gray, to de- 
clare: “My name is Westbrook Pegler, Mr. 
Wallace. ‘tou twice referred to the subject 
of letters in your opening remarks anc you 
have reminded us journalists of the impor- 
tant duty of getting all the available facts. 

“Therefore, I ask you to say whether 
you did or did not write certain letters to 
Nicholas Roerich, addressing him as ‘Dear 
Guru,’ and to his wife as ‘Modra’?” = 

“T never engage in any discussion whatsoever 
with Westbrook Pegler,” Bubblehead replied. He 
might have said more, but Mr. Pegler by this 
time was so dazzled by the fierce white flame 
of notoriety that he fluttered down, snorting with 
an emotion which he hopes the Bolsheviks mis- 
took for virtuous scorn. -Confidentially, it was 
stage fright. A lady journalist, Mary Spargo, of 
the Washington Post, now arose to say that she 
would not be called a stooge for Mr. Pegler, 
that she did not know the same and, on a note 
of mingled bigotry and professional envy, that 
she did not like his journalism. Nevertheless, 
she felt justified in demanding an answer. She 
was justified, at that, because the person who 
wrote those letters unquestionably was goofy and 
forever disqualified for the presidency of any- 
thing outside certain institutions for the con- 
finement of the maladjusted. 

Nevertheless, Bubblehead still refused and 
thereafter turned down the stately Henry L. 
Mencken, of Baltimore, who, being an atheist, 
was ready to swear on a city directory that he 
put only his own questions. 

“I'll handle this in my own way at my own 
time,” Bubblehead said. 

“Why not now?” Mr. Mencken persisted. He 
turned up an unsuspected streak of rug salesman 
as he wheedled with Mr. Wallace, and might 
have drawn him out but for the intervention of 
one of the party’s own journalists.

The death of Cissy Patterson, that fab- 

ulous and unpredictable member of the 

Medill-McCormick-Patterson clan of distinction, stirred 

Brig. Gilbert S. Decker, Secretary of the Men’s Social 

Service and Prison Department of the Salvation Army, to 
a sharp and rewarding memory. 


This is the story: 3 

“In the dark days when the depression overwhelmed us with 
devastating suddenness, after the gold rush of the twenties, we 
were stationed in the Salvation Army Welfare Department in 
Washington. 


“Mrs. Patterson had just become editor of Hearst’s Washington 
Herald. One night in the midst of a party at the magnificent 
mansion of 15 Dupont Circle, she slipped away and changed into 
the poorest garb she could find, hailed a passing cab and arrived 
in the early hours of the morning a block or two from the Salva- 
tion Army’s Emergency Home for Women. It was in the heart 
of the congested northwest rooming house section of the city. 


. 


“Admitted and assigned a bed in a crowded dormitory, she 
was interviewed the next morning after breakfast and sent 
out to a job as a domestic. Her reluctance in accepting a job 
led to her being sent to the ‘Life Adjustment Center,’ a coun- 
seling mental hygiene clinic. After a week at the home she 
disappeared, without the staff being able to find out anything 
about her, except that her story was obviously out of har- 
mony with facts. 


“To our amazement shortiy afterwards, a day-by-day story by 
the new editor appeared on the front page of the Herald, giving 
a blow-by-blow account of what happened to a lone woman adrift 
in the Federal City ...a splendid piece of reporting which as- 
tounded the blase inhabitants of the District and set them talking. 


“Amazing, too, was the donation of $2,000 that appeared shortly 
after the articles commenced, with the comment that no doubt the 


publicity had increased demands for service, and the donation | 


would help meet increased costs.” . .

A full-time maid is out of the 
question today, considering the 
wages demanded for such serv- 
ices. Consequently, women are 
doing their own work, including 
cooking, -cleaning and _ taking 
turns with minding the children 
when those quick shopping trips 
are necessary. For the same rea- 
son, nursing service in the eve- 
ning is out of the question, with 
the result that teen-agers in the 
neighborhood are corralled for 
the emergency. 

Never before have women kept 
such a sharp eye on food prices. 
They watch for those weekend 
sales and stock up in the com- 


modities offered at a discount. |
